Canada's Opportunity 


Feelings of unrest and the state of depression which have pre- 
vailed in Canada are but a reflex of similar conditions throughout 
the world, and the cause can be attributed very largely and directly 
to conditions brought about by the Great War. 
general improvement in world conditions can a permanent better- 
ment be effected, but in the bringing about of that general world im- 
provement each nation has a part to play. In addition, each nation 
must assidiously set to work to overcome existing difficulties and 
find a solution for present problems as they are found to exist in each 
particular country. 

The conference on the limitation of armaments at Washington 
is one important step towards bringing about what cannot fail to be 
a vital factor in reducing the burden now imposed on the economic 
structure of the world, and in lowering the tremendous load of taxa- 
tion levied on all peoples. Aside from the enormous reductions to 
be effected in war expenditures, the agreement for limitation of 
armaments, which now seems assured, will have an even more bene- 
ficial effect because the result must be to greatly reduce the danger 
of war in the future, thereby giving confidence and stability to world 
finance, trade and commerce. 

The successful outcome of the negotiations between the British 
Government and the representatives of Southern Ireland is a second 
and enormously important step towards a rehabilitation of confid- 
ence throughout the English-speaking world. It. means much to 
the whole British Empire as it removes the one great danger: spot 
of friction and ‘ill-will within the Empire. The solution of the Irish 
problem also means a betterment in the relations between the Em- 
pire and the people of the United States, and this is of the greatest 
importance to Canada and cannot fail to have a steadying and bene- 
cial effect in this Dominion. 

A third event, bound to have a good effect on business condi- 
tions. throughout the Dominion, is the holding of the general election 
in this country, when, for the first time in a decade, the people have 
had a free and untrammelled opportunity to pass judgment on ques- 
tions of purely domestic policy. Until a verdict-of the people was 
obtained there was bound to be a considerable degree of political 
unrest and business uncertainty. The people of Canada had be- 
come divided into several groups on economic questions and the im-- 
pression prevailed generally that for a period of years it was going | 
to be extremely difficult to carry on government in this country 
without resort to log-rolling and the making of dangerous comprom- 
ises. This inevitably had. an adverse effect on business and the 
people as a whole. 

Quite apart, therefore, from any consideration as to which one 
of the three political parties has emerged victorious from the battle 
of the ballots, people are breathing a sigh of relief that one of the | 
three has been given a sufficiently large following in the new Parlia- 
ment to enable it to direct and carry on the business of government 


uncertainty, and with the ending of the uncertainty there will follow 
a.removal of.much unrest. Depression will thus, to a very consid- 
erablé degree, give place to confidence, and with increased con- 
fidence a renewal of activity will follow, 

It remains now for each community and individual citizen to 
loyally accept the verdict of the majority, and for all to join hands 
and forces in a great co-operative effort to develop the great natural 
resources of this country to their maximum extent and thereby 
swing Canada into an era of prosperity for all. 

Pine teas should enter into this great national work with stout 
hearts and a will to succeed. “It can be done.” The divisions and | 
feelings engendered in the past should now be buried with that dead 
past. What is required is a united Canada; a Canada with a fo 
ward look; a Canada imbued with optimism; alive with feicons 
thrilled with a national ‘enthusiasm, and inspired with a true Cana-! 
dian national spirit. It means that every Canadian must work and 
work hard, and it must be the business of government and of every 
community and individual to see that remunerative, constructive 
work is provided for all. 

The dark clouds of adversity which have for so long hung over 
the world are lifting; there is a silver lining all around them, and 
that lining is broadening in extent and becoming brighter all the 
time. Through a union of all their forces, and the application of all 
their energy and skill to the development of their great wealth of 
natural resources, the Canadian people can easily place this Domin- 
ion very quickly in the front rank of the nations treading the paths 
of prosperity.

In the three provinces 
of Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia 
and Quebec, the Liberals swept every 
seat. The new National Progressive 
party, by securing sixty seats, will be- 
come aé_ factor in Dominion politics. 
The Progressives did not secure the 
support that was expected in the east, 
but in the provinces of Alberta, Mani- 
toba and Saskatchewan they made al- 
most a cleat sweep.

Opinions Varied on Possible 
Actione of New Canadian

Washington.—There is much specu- 
lation-among members of Congress as 
to the possible offect of the elections 
on tariff relations between the United 
States and Canada. Especial inter- 
est is being taken in the situation by 
members of the House ways and 
means committee which has jurisdic- 
tion over tariff matters, Despite the 
fact that Premier Meighen, who open- 
ly advocated a high tariff for Canada, 
has been defeated, some authorities in 
Congress express the view it would 
be difficult to revive reciprocity or 
bring about mutually’ low tariffs. 

Representative W. R. Green, of 
the House ways and means commit- 
tee; said the real difficulty would be 
to find a place to start. He said with 
United States’ farmers and manufac- 
turers both insisting on high tariffs, 
he did not see how reciprocity could 
be revived. 

Others take the view that if the 
“Harding ~ administration is given 
the broad powers it seeks in handling 
tariffs” the new Government of Can- 
ada will be able to achieve much in 
keeping down tariff barriers by nego- 
tiating with the President.

that from other provinces. Not only 
is this true when the comparison is 
made with the range wool, where dif- 


justify the difference, but it is also 
true when these wools are compared 
with the domestic wools of Eastern 
Canada, where the flocks are of simi- 
lar breeding and are fed under farm 
conditions. There is no inherent dis- 
advantage in the climatic or other 
conditions of these provinces to justt- 
fy this inferiority. It is due wholly 
to poor methods in the breeding, feed- 
ing and handling of the farm flocks. A 
few years ago the butter from these 
provinces had an equally bad reputa- 
tion, now it takes its place with the 
very best. That change was brought 
about by intelligent improvement in 
the dairy end of farming and butter- 
making: A similar improvement 
could be mado in the quality of our 
wool. 5 

The faults in the wool which reduce 
the grade are chiefly two, viz., “burry 
and seedy” and “dark.” “Burry and 
seedy” is a trade term which covers 
more than burs and seeds. Any kind 
of vegetable matter in the wool will 
put it into this grade. Chaff is prob- 
ably the principal offender in western 
wool, and is very objectionable. It 
is impossible to get it all cleaned out 
by any known process. Most of it is 
removed but the operation is expen- 
sive. Some particles remain and get 
into the cloth, They will not take 
the dye and make an unsightly blem- 
ish in the cloth. Consequently wool 
buyers fight shy of “burry and seedy.” 
Last year (1920) twenty per cent. of 
the Manitoba and Saskatchewan do- 
mestic wool graded “burry and seedy.” 
The price of “low medium combing,” 
which was our principal grade, was 
twenty cents; “burry and seedy” of 
the same quality brought fifteen and 
three-quarter cents. Consequently the 
loss on this grade was very serious. 

A conference of representatives of 
departments of agriculture and inter- 
ested organizations’ was held in Re- 
gina on August 4. The following 
recommendations were made by that 
conference :— 

“(1) To eliminate “burry and seedy” 
wool— 7 

(a) Never allow sheep to run or feed 
around straw stacks. 

(b) Use proper feeding racks tight- 
ly boarded to within six or seven in- 
ches of the ground so as to prevent 
chaff getting into the neck and head 
wool. Use of slanting racks recom- 
mended on account of larger capacity 
and allowing of easier filling, feeding 
openings to be six or seven inches 
vertically and about three inches wide. 

(c) If sheep are fed on the ground, 
never throw feed over their, backs, 
Keep sheep out of the yard while feed 
is being placed on the ground, provid- 
ing seperate yard in which to confine 
them while this is being done.
